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An  Act  incorporating  a  Medical  Society. 

WHEREAS  well  regulated  Medical  Societies,  have  been  found 
to  contribute  to  the  dejufion  oj  true  faience,  and  particularly 
the  knowledge  of  the  healing  Art  ;  Therefore, 

BE  it  enatled  by  the  Governor,  and  Council,  and  Honfe   of  Re- 
preventatives  in  General  Court  affevibled,  That  there  be  a  Medi- 
cal Society  formed  within  this  State,  to  contift  of  the  follow- 
ing perfons,  viz:  James  Potter,.  Leveret   Hubbard,  Charles 
Phelps,  Jofhua  Porter,   Amos  Mead,  Charles  Mather,  Joiiah 
Hart,  Eliakim  Fifli,  Eneas  Munfon,  Jared  Potter,  JohnLefter, 
David  Rogers,  Philip  Turner,    Elifha  Perkins,  lfaac  Knight, 
Daniel  Sheldon,  Phineas  Miller,  James  Scovill,  Samuel  Wood- 
ward, Ichabod  Warner,  Jeremiah  Weft,  David  Sutton,  Elihu 
Tudor,  Timothy  Rogers,  Jofeph  Baker,  John  Watrous,   Seth 
Bird,  Minor  Grant,  Simon  Wolcott,  John   Ofborne,  Afa  Ha- 
milton,   Theophilus    Rogers,   Lemuel   Hopkins,    Philemon 
Tracy,   Mafon     Cogfwell,   Thaddeus   Betts,  Thomas   Coit, 
Jofhua  Downer,  Elnathan  Beach,   John  Turner,  John  Spal- 
ding, Levi  Ives,  James  Clark,  Albigence  Waldo,  John  Clark, 
and  Elifha  Lord,  with  fuch  other  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  as 
ihall  hereafter  be  approved  of,  and  admitted   from   time   to 
time,  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  that  is  to  fay,   The   Phy- 
ficians and  Surgeons  living  in  the  refpecVive  Counties   fhall 
have  liberty  to  meet  together  on  the  fourth  Tuefday  of  Sep- 
tember next,  and  at  fuch  place  within  their  refpeclive  Coun- 
ties, as  fhall  be  appointed  by  Lemuel  Hopkins,   Eneas   Mun- 
fon, Simon  Wolcott,  Albigence  Waldo,   James  Potter,  Seth 
Bird,  Jeremiah  Weft,  and  John  Ofborne  ;  and  by  them  noti- 
fied, by  advertifing  in  fome  public   Gazette   in   the  Counties 
in  which  they  refpe&ively  dwell,  and  when  Co  met,  they  fhall 
have  authority  by  their  major  vote  in   fuch  refpecVive  meet- 
ings, to  determine  the  qualifications,  and   admiffion  of  their 
own  members,    and  the  perfons  who  fhall  then  be  admitted, 
fhall  have  authority  to  make  choice  of  a  Chairman  and  Clerk, 
to  condaft  the  affairs  of  fuch  meetings. 

Be  it  further  enafled,  That  fuch  County  Meetings  formed  as 
aforefaid,  and  all  future  County  Meetings,  which  the  Mem-1 
bcrs  fo  approved  and  admitted  as  aforefaid,  with  fuch  others 
as  fhall  hereafter  be  duly  approved  and  admitted  purfuant  to 
this  Act,  fhall  annual  hold  on  the  fourth  Tuefday  in  Septem- 
ber, which  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  do  and  at  fuch 
place  as  they  fhall  appoint  the  faid  future  meetings,  having 
organized  themfelves  with  a  Chairman  and  Clerk  as  aforefaid 
are  hereby  authorifed  and  directed  to  choofe  by  ballot,  from 
amongft  themfelves,  five  perfons  for  each  County,'  except  for 
the  County  of  Middlefex  and  Tolland,  and  three  for  each  of 
thofe  Counties,  to  compofe  a  convention  of  faid  Society  •, 
Which  Members  fo  to  be  chofen  for  faid  firft  convention,  fhall 
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meet  at  the  Court  Koufe  in  Middletown,  on  the  fecond  Tuef- 
day  of  oftober  next,  at  10  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  ;  and 
for  the  future  annual  conventions  at  fuch  time  and  place  as 
they  (hall  appoint,  and  being  fo  met,  they  are  hereby  author - 
ifed  by  ballot,  to  choofe  a  Prefident,  Vice-Prefident,  Trea- 
furer,  and  Secretary,  and  fuch  other  officers  as  they  may 
think  proper,  and  the  convention  fo  formed,  fhall  be  known 
by  the  name  of  the  Prefident  and  Fellows  of  the  Connecticut 
Medical  Society  ;  and  fhall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  and  fhall  have  full  power  to  make  By-laws  to  pro- 
mote the  ends  of  faid  Society,  Provided  they  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States,  and 
may  expel  Members  from  faid  Society,  for  any  mifdemeanors 
as  relative  to  faid  Society  ;  to  appoint  examining  commit- 
tees in  the  refpecYwe  Counties,  who  fhall  examine  iuch  candi- 
dates as  may  offer  themfelves  for  that  purpofe,  and  licence 
fuch  as  fhall  be  found  qualified  for  the  practice  of  phyfic  or 
fnrgery,  and  to  receive  them  on  their  defire  as  Members  of 
faid  Society  in  their  refpettive  Counties  ;  to  confer  honorary 
degrees  on  fuch  of  the  faculty  as  they  may,  from  time  to 
time,  find  of  diftinguifhed  merit,  to  purchafe  and  hold,  to,  and 
for  the  benefit  of  faid  Society,  property,  both  real  and  per- 
fonal,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  Five  Thoufand  Pounds  law- 
ful money  ;  and  to  manage,  improve  and  convey  the  fame 
for  the  common  good  and  intereft  of  faid  Society  ;  and  may 
have  a  common  Sea],  and  the  fame  alter  and  renew  at  their 
pleafure  ;  and  the  faid  Society,  in  their  corporate  capacity, 
may  fue  and  be  fued  as  other  Societies  and  Bodies  corporate 
may  by  law,  as  relative  to  the  contracts,  rights  andinterefts, 
of  faid  Society.  Twenty  Members*  to  be  preient  to  be  a 
quorum  to  tranfact  the  bufinefs  of  faid  Society. 

Be  it  further  enatted.  That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  feve- 
ral  Members  of  the  Society,  according  to  their  ability,  to 
communicate  ufeful  information  to  each  other  in  their  ref- 
pertive  County  meetings,  and  fuch  meetings  fhall,  from  time 
to  time,  tranfmit  to  the  Convention,  fuch  curious  cafes  and 
obfervations,  as  may  come  to  their  knowledge  ;  and  it  fhall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Convention  to  caufe  to  be  publifhed,  fuch 
extraordinary  cafes,  and  fuch  obfervations  on  the  ftate  of  the 
air,  and  on  epidemical  and  other  diforders  as  they  may  think 
proper  ;  and  the  faid  County  meetings  and  Conventions  fhall 
have  power  to  adjourn,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  think 
neceflary,  to  promote  the  defign  of  their  inftitution. 

Bt  it  further  ena&ed,  That  if  this  Aft,  or  any  thing  therein 
contained,  fhall  be  found  inadequate  or  inconvenient,  it  may 
by  the  General  Aflembly  be  altered,  amended,   or   repealed,

The  following  Bye  Laws  were  unani- 
mouily  adopted. 

JYE>  it  ordained,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
*~*  necticut  Medical  Society,  fhall  record  all  the 
Tranfactions  of  the  Convention,  and  conduct 
their  Correfpondence,  and  have  the  Cuflody  of 
the  Seal  of  the  Society. 

Be  it  ordainedy  That  the  Treasurer  fhall  keep 
the  Monies  of  the  Society  fubjedt  to  their  Or- 
ders, and  fhall  annually  render  an  Account  to  the 
Convention  of  all  Monies  received  and  paid  by 
him. 

Be  it  ordained.  That  an  Auditor  of  Accounts 
fhall  be  annually  appointed,  who  fhall  examine 
all  Claims  upon  the  Society  ;  and  if  allowed, 
fhall  draw  Orders  on  tht  Treafurer  for  the   A- 
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mount,  and  no  Money  mall  be  paid  on  any  Ac- 
count without  fuch  Orders.  And  faid  Auditor 
mall  annually  lay  before  the  Convention  the  feve- 
ral  Accounts  fo  examined  and  allowed,  with  the 
Amount  of  the  Orders  he  mall  draw  upon  the 
Treafurer. 

Be  it  ordainedy  That  it  mail  be  the  Duty  of 
the  examining  Committees  in  the  feveral  Coun- 
ties to  make  an  annual  Return  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Society,  of  the  feveral  Perfons  by  them 
licenfed,  and  the  Date  of  their  Licenfes,  and  an 
Entry  mall  be  made  in  the  Records  of  the  So- 
ciety, of  every  Licenfe  granted  containing  the 
Name  of  the  Perfon  licenfed,  and  of  the  Prefi- 
dent  and  examining  Committee  ligning  the  fame. 

Be  it  ordained,  That  all  Communications 
from  Members  of  this  State,  mall  be  made  to 
the  Clerks  of  the  County  Meetings,  and  by  them 
mall  be  laid  before  fuch  Meetings  for  Examina- 
tion, and  if  approved  by  the  County  Meetings 
mail  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Socie- 
ty to  be  laid  before  the  Convention. 

Be  it  ordained,  That  it  mall  be  highly  difre- 
putable  for  any  Member  to  affume  or  hold  the 
Knowledge  of  any  Nojirum,  or  palm  any  Medi- 
cine or  Composition  on  the  People  as  a  Secret, 
and  that  any  fuch  Member  mall  be  deemed  un- 
worthy to  belong  to  the  Medical  Society  :  and 
that  the  Members  of  the  Society  mall  hold  no 
medical  Correfpondence  with  fuch  Characters, 
nor  confult  with  them  in  any  Medical  Cafe 
whatever  ,  and  that  all  Pretenders  to  Noftrums 
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mall  be  deemed  and  confidered  proper  Subjects 
for  Expulfion  from  this  Society. 

Be  it  ordained.  That  it  mall  be  the  Duty  of 
each  Member  of  this  Society  to  accufe  any  other 
Member  of  the  Society,  for  fuch  Mifdemeanors 
as  he  deems  contrary  to  the  Bye  Laws  of  the 
fame. 

And  the  Accufer  mall  make  a  Statement  in 
Writing  of  the  Tranfactions  which  he  deems  a 
Mifdemeanor,  and  lay  the  fame  before  one  of  the 
Fellows  of  faid  Society ;  and  the  Fellow  to 
whom  fuch  Accufation  is  made  mall  iffue  a  No- 
tification to  the  Accufed,  to  appear  before  the 
next  Convention,  ftating  the  Time  when  it  is  to 
be  holden  to  defend,  (if  he  fee  fit)  againll  the  Ac- 
cufation. A  Copy  of  the  faid  Accufation  and 
Notification  mail  be  left  with  the  Accufed, 
or  at  his  ufual  Place  of  Abode  at  leaft  twelve 
Days  before  the  holding  of  the  faid  next  Conven- 
tion. And  the  Accufer  mail  caufe  the  faid  Ac- 
cufation and  Notification  to  be  ferved  and  return- 
ed to  the  faid  Convention  on  the  firft  Day  of  their 
fitting. 

And  it  mail  be  the  Duty  of  the  Accufer  to 
bring  forward  his  WitnerTes  and  fupport  his  Ac- 
cufation. 

Be  it  ordained,  That  if  any  Member  of  the 
Medical  Society  whofc  Character  ftands  fair  and 
unimpeached  mall  afk  for  a  Difmimon  from  laid 
Society,  he  may  on  Application  to  the  County 
Meeting  wherein  he  reiides,  have  a  Certificate 
from  the  Clerk  thereof,  that  he  is  difmirTed  from 
faid  Society,  on  Condition  that  he  pays  up  his 
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Proportion  of  the  Taxes  and  Expences  that  have 
arifen  previous  to  the  Time  of  his  Application. 

Be  it  ordained.  That  whenever  any  Tax  is  laid 
by  the  Convention,  it  mail  be  the  Duty  of  the 
Clerk  of  each  County  Society  to  make  Returns 
to  the  Treafurer,  of  the  Names  of  any  of  the 
Members  who  may  be  deficient  in  the  Payment 
of  fuch  Tax. 

Be  it  ordained,  That  all  Phyficians  and  Sur- 
geons who  pretend  to  any  Nojirums  or  Secrets, 
and  are  willing  to  communicate  their  Knowledge 
to  the  Publick  :  That  they  may  do  it  under  the 
Solemnity  of  an  Oath  before  fome  proper  Autho- 
rity, therein  declaring  that  they  have  revealed 
every  Simple  and  Compoiition  that  they  arepof- 
feiTed  of,  relative  thereto,  and  their  whole  Me- 
thod of  adminiftring  the  fame,  without  the  leafl 
Refervation  whatever :  And  that  the  Nojirums 
or  Secrets  fhall  be  advertifed  in  thefeveral  News- 
Papers  that  circulcate  in  the  Counties  where 
they  refpectively  refide. 

Refolved,  That  any  Member  of  the  Connecti- 
cut Medical  Society,  fhall  have  free  Accefs  to  at- 
tend and  hear  the  Debates  of  the  Convention. 

Voted,  That  Doctor  Eliakim  Fifh,  be  Vice- 
Treafurer  to  the  Comie&icut  Medical  Society,  for 
the  remaining  Part  of  theprefent  Year. 

Voted,  That  Doctor  Ebenezer  Tracy,  be  Au- 
ditor of  Accounts  for  the  Remainder  of  the  cur- 
rent Year. 

Voted,  That  a  Tax  of  Three  Shillings  be  laid 
on  each  Member  of  the  Connecticut  Medical  So- 
ciety, and  collected  on  or  before  the  fourth  Tuef- 
day  of  September  next  by  the  Clerks  of  the  ref~ 
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pective  County  Conventions  to  which  they  be- 
long ;  and  faid  Clerks  mall  be  refponfible  to  the 
Treasurer  for  the  fame. 

Voted,  That  the  Prelident  and  Fellows  of  the 
Connecticut  Medical  Society  fhall  receive  Six  Shil- 
lings per  Diem,  for  each  Member  while  attend- 
ing in  Medical  Convention,  and  Six-pence  per 
Mile  while  travelling  from  their  feveral  Places  of 
abode  to  the  Convention.
